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Minister of Tourism, Transport and Labor announces: Island Press feted at 

Aruba’s outlook for high season 2011/12 Government House 
positive; formation of Airlift Committee f° r D ' a d■ Prensa

Aruba’s Minister of Tourism 
Transport and Labor, Otmar 
Oduber announced on Wednes¬ 
day, August 31, the formation 
of an Airlift Committee which 
will see to the increased pro¬ 
ductivity of Aruba’s tourism 
product and the full deploy¬ 
ment of the Reina Beatrix In¬ 
ternational Airport. The 
committee consists of repre¬ 
sentatives of four Aruban agen¬ 
cies involved in tourism and air 
traffic along with his ministry. 


These are the Aruba 
Tourism Authority, 
(ATA), Aruba Airport 
Authority, (AAA), De¬ 
partment of Civil Avi¬ 
ation and the Aruba 
Hotel and Tourism As¬ 
sociation (AHATA.) 
Simultaneously, the 
ministry has also engi¬ 
neered the founding of 
a Cruise Line Com¬ 
mittee, to best imple¬ 
ment change and 
progress for that im¬ 
portant element of 
Aruba’s tourism. 

The Airlift Com¬ 
mittee has informally 
existed for some 
months, and Minister 
Oduber states he is ex¬ 
tremely pleased with the re¬ 
sults this cooperative effort. 
Director of AAA, Peter Stein- 
metz and Director of the ATA, 
Ronella Tjin Asjoe-Croes, 
joined the minister in reporting 
on the results of their work. 

Mr. Steinmetz was able to 
provide hard figures that 
demonstrate positive results 
from the efforts of the commit¬ 
tee to insure sufficient airlift to 
Aruba during the coming high 
season and beyond. The an¬ 
nouncement of American Air¬ 
lines, a commercial 
carrier that has been a 
partner in Aruba’s 
tourist product for 
several decades, of the 
discontinuation of any 
direct flights from 
JFK airport in No¬ 
vember stimulated the 
committee to negoti¬ 
ate with other air car¬ 
riers to fill that void. 
“Fortunately, we 
found quite a few, 
such as Jet Blue, are 
more than satisfied 
with the performance 
of Aruba as a destina¬ 
tion for satisfactory 
load factors and prov¬ 
ing profitable,” stated 
Mr. Steinmetz. “Jet 


Blue was very agreeable re¬ 
garding increased flights, as 
was Air Trans, which is a rela¬ 
tively new carrier to Aruba.” 
The latter will be flying direct 
from Baltimore/Washington, 
which is a new route to the is¬ 
land with great potential, and 
adding daily flight from At¬ 
lanta, Georgia, which will con¬ 
tinue to be serviced by Delta 
Airlines. 

Aruba has two local signa¬ 
ture airlines, Tiara Air Aruba 
and Insel Air Aruba, which an¬ 
nounced earlier this year they 
will be expanding their fleet to 
include 154 passenger jets 
which will service a number of 
U.S. cities, including Ft. Lau¬ 
derdale, Florida, Charlotte, 
North Carolina and Boston, 
Massachusetts. Over the high 
season, beginning in Novem¬ 
ber, until spring of 2012, AAA 
has confirmed 346 flights 
coming in from the U.S., com¬ 
pared to 263 from last year, a 
30% increase overall. 

“This may not be the final 
number, as we are still in dis¬ 
cussions with other carriers, 
but cannot confirm their status 
at present,” explained Mr. 
Steinmetz. He explained the 
schedule changes for Ameri¬ 
can, which still has twice daily 
flights to Aruba from Miami, 
only reflects “the new alliances 
all airlines are forming to op¬ 
erate in a more cost efficient 
manner, and nothing to do with 
the appeal of the destination. 
Business flyers are more pro¬ 
fitable than leisure customers, 
so planes are being rerouted to 
service them. 

Those traveling to Aruba 
and wishing to fly American 
can do so from several cities 
by connecting through their 
Miami hub.” However, the 
Airlift Committee understands 
the need to establish as much 
non-stop service to Aruba as 
possible, and are directing 
their efforts towards that goal.

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WikiLeaks ignored US appeals Colombia ex-minister back to 
not to release documents: US jail over assassination 


PARIS (AFP) - Anti-secrecy 
site WikiLeaks informed the 
United States in advance of 
tens of thousands of new doc¬ 
ument releases but ignored US 
appeals not to make them pub¬ 
lic, the State Department said 
Thursday. 

The remarks come after 
WikiLeaks accused a journal¬ 
ist with the Guardian of leak¬ 
ing the passwords to a trove of 
US diplomatic cables contain¬ 
ing the names of protected 
sources, charges denied by the 
British newspaper. 

"Wikileaks did advise us of 
the impending release of in¬ 
formation and of its intention 
to continue to release classi¬ 
fied documents,” State De¬ 
partment spokeswoman 
Victoria Nuland said. 

"We have made clear our 
views and concerns about ille¬ 
gally disclosed classified in¬ 
formation and the continuing 
risk to individuals and na¬ 
tional security that such re- 
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leases cause," Nuland said in 
a statement. 

"Wikileaks has, however, 
ignored our requests not to re¬ 
lease or disseminate any US 
documents it may possess and 
has continued its well-estab¬ 
lished pattern of irresponsible, 
reckless, and frankly danger¬ 
ous actions," she said. 

"We are not cooperating 
with them," Nuland said dur¬ 
ing a visit to Paris with US 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton. 

The United States has 
warned that the release of con¬ 
fidential and secret docu¬ 
ments, which began last 
November after WikiLeaks 
obtained 250,000 US diplo¬ 
matic cables, puts at risk US 
national security and individ¬ 
uals who speak to US diplo¬ 
mats. 

In London, WikiLeaks said 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Oil 
companies began evacuating 
workers from rigs in the Gulf 
of Mexico on Thursday ahead 
of what US forecasters said 
could be a powerful and dan¬ 
gerous storm. 

"Where it will go and what 
it will do is too early to tell." 

The weather service is urg¬ 
ing residents across the Gulf 
Coast to keep an eye on the 
storm which will likely bring 
heavy rain and powerful winds 
and could also cause some 
flooding. 

And could spell a slow¬ 
down for oil operations in the 
Gulf, source of a substantial 
portion of US offshore crude. 

ExxonMobil said it is evac¬ 
uating approximately 140 em¬ 
ployees and contractors from 
Gulf Coast offshore platforms 
expected to be in the path of 
the storm.

"We have already spoken 
to the (US) State Department 
and commenced pre-litigation 
action. We will issue a formal 
statement in due course," Wik¬ 
iLeaks added, in a statement 
posted on Twitter. 

The Guardian, one of a 
handful of newspapers that 
began publishing redacted ca¬ 
bles last year, said WikiLeaks 
shared the documents through 
a secure server for a period of 
hours before taking the server 
offline and removing the files.

BP said it had begun evac¬ 
uating "all personnel from its 
operative assets in the Gulf of 
Mexico" on Thursday, but did 
not indicate the impact on pro¬ 
duction. Shell said weather 
conditions were interfering 
with evacuation efforts and it 
might be safer to leave some 
workers on their rigs. 

Shell said it had begun to 
take actions to shut in some 
production, primarily in "sub¬ 
sea fields that require specific 
treatments to ensure the pro¬ 
duction can be restored after 
the storm passes," and that the 
impacts so far are "minimal." 

Anadarko said it had shut 
in production at all eight of its 
facilities and evacuating all

BOGOTA (AFP) - Colombia's 
supreme court has upheld a 24- 
year jail sentence against a drug 
cartel-linked former justice 
minister convicted of taking 
part in the assassination of a 
rival presidential candidate in 
1989. 

The decision will send the 
former minister, Alberto 
Santofimio, back to prison for 
the murder of Luis Carlos 
Galan. Santofimio was first 
sentenced in 2007 but was re¬ 
leased the following year on ap¬ 
peal. 

The family of the slain can¬ 
didate had filed a legal com¬ 
plaint with the court over 
Santofimio's release, noting that 
he had been found responsible 
in the death of Galan and an¬ 
other two people who perished 
in the attack. 


Galan, who took a hard line 
against the country's powerful 
drug cartels and was the fa¬ 
vorite to win the election in 
1990, was shot dead in a public 
square in a town outside Bogota 
as he prepared to give a speech. 

The assassination was car¬ 
ried out by gunmen loyal to the 
infamous cartel boss Pablo Es¬ 
cobar, a friend of Santofimio. 

Santofimio, a former senator 
and justice minister under pres¬ 
ident Alfonso Lopez (1974- 
1978), was also running for 
president in the 1990 race. 

The key testimony for the 
prosecution during the original 
15-month trial came from Es¬ 
cobar henchman John "Popeye" 
Jairo Vazquez, who said he 
heard Santofimio tell the drug 
lord many times that Galan 
should be killed. 


Dutch police uncover US child porn sites 

-AMSTERDAM - Dutch police have discovered huge 
amounts of child pornography during an investigation 
into hidden websites on the internet, prosecutors an¬ 
nounced this week. Two servers which were closed were 
located in the U.S. The investigation was launched to as¬ 
sess the network of 27-year-old Robert Mikelsons, of Am¬ 
sterdam, who has confessed to sexually abusing dozens 
of young children while being employed at two Amster¬ 
dam nurseries between February 2007 and January 2010. 
He also offered his services through several websites. 
Mikelsons is believed to have abused at least 87 young 
children.Prosecutors said Mikelsons visited hidden web¬ 
sites on the internet by using anonymity network Tor, 
which enables users to browse websites anonymously 
by routing their web traffic through the computers of 
other Tor users. The hidden websites were not only used 
to exchange child pornography, but also to discuss the 
abuse of children and the production and distribution of 
child pornography. Dutch police were able to access 
twelve of the hidden websites by breaking their security.

Mr. Steinmetz went on to re¬ 
port Copa Airlines out of 
Panama City is more than 
happy with their load factors; 
planes are packed and reserva¬ 
tions must be made well in ad¬ 
vance. Discussions regarding 
Copa increasing the size of 
their planes and to offer more 
seats are now progressing well. 
Avianca of Colombia is also 
quite happy with their load fac¬ 
tors and considering more 
flights and more seats. The 
Airlift Committee is discussing 
with Brazilian concerns the 
prospect of regularly sched¬ 


uled flights from this emerging 
economy, which is very strong 
at present, and is optimistic 
about adding it to the schedule 
in the near future. 

Mrs. Tjin Asjoe-Croes dis¬ 
cussed the statistics and posi¬ 
tive growth in island visitors 
over the past year, and in par¬ 
ticular, efforts to increase the 
European demographic. KLM 
is still Aruba’s principal carrier 
from Europe, but non-stop 
charter flights from England, 
Italy and Scandinavia are pro¬ 
viding access for groups that 
find vacationing on Aruba has 
a distinctive cache and “boast 
factor,” and they are proving 
highly successful. “These char¬ 
ters help to open new markets 
and create a dedicated tourist 
base, which grows from word 
of mouth,” she explained,” 
they are the foundation of es¬ 
tablishing regularly scheduled 
commercial flights.” TUI and 
Arkefly out of Holland are also 
performing very well. 

“In these times of financial 
setbacks and uncertainty, 
Aruba’s outlook for the com¬ 
ing year regarding maintaining 
our airlift and providing for 
visitors is very encouraging,” 
stated Mr. Steinmetz.

Sony to release tablet 
computer this month 



(AFP) — Sony's first tablet 
computer will hit the Japan¬ 
ese market on September 17 
as the company looks to take 
on Apple's popular iPad, the 
electronics giant said Thurs¬ 
day. 

The Sony Tablet will be 
powered by Google's An¬ 
droid software, allowing 
users to download content 
such as books, movies and 
games. 

The Sony Tablet "S" series 
with a 9.4-inch (23.8 cen¬ 
timetre) touchscreen display 
is expected to have a price tag 
of 45,000 yen ($580) for a 
16-gigabyte data storage 
model and 53,000 yen for the 
32-gigabyte version. 

The product will also be¬ 
come available in US and Eu¬ 
ropean markets later this 
month, with a price tag of 
$499 and 479 euros for the 
16-gigabyte model. 

Competitors have rushed to 


cash in on soaring de¬ 
mand for tablets since 
the iPad was released in 
April last year, but 
Sony's devices will ar¬ 
rive well behind those 
of its rivals. 

The devices will 
have access to Sony's 
cloud of online content 
such as movies, music, 
digital books, PlaySta¬ 
tion games and other 
entertainment. 

Sony has focused more on 
pushing its content such as 
games and music through 
hardware platforms including 
game consoles, smartphones 
and tablet computers. 

It will release the dual- 
screened "P" series with a 
folding design, incorporating 
two 5.5-inch screens in Japan 
between October and No¬ 
vember. The series will be 
launched in November in Eu¬ 
rope and sometime later this 
year in the United States.

LG ties up with Philips, Sharp 
for smart TV apps 


(AFP) - South Korea's LG 
Electronics said Thursday it 
has tied up with Dutch giant 
Philips and Japan's Sharp to 
ramp up production of appli¬ 
cations for Internet-powered 
televisions. 

The three TV vendors will 
jointly create software devel¬ 
opment kits, which will be 
distributed to third-party de¬ 
velopers to write TV applica¬ 
tions, LG said in a statement. 

It is the first such collab¬ 
oration in the smart TV sec¬ 
tor, LG said, adding the three 
would complete software de¬ 
velopment kits by the end of 
this year. 


They will use different op¬ 
erating systems for their smart 
TVs, but the applications will 
become interchangeable once 
they adopt a common technol¬ 
ogy standard for building ap¬ 
plications, LG said. 

It said the tie-up would 
have a substantial impact on 
TV makers, app developers 
and users. 

LG has seen flagging sales 
of mobile phones and televi¬ 
sions this year because it 
failed quicldy to roll out 
smartphones to rival Apple's 
market-leading iPhone and 
Samsung Electronics' Galaxy 
S. 
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La Nina risks increase, to detriment 
of E. Africa: UN 


(AFP) — There is a 50 percent 
chance the climatic condition 
known as La Nina — which is 
associated with droughts in 
East Africa — will return this 
year, the UN weather agency 
said Thursday. 

"We are increasing the 
probability of La Nina from 
25 to 50 percent," Rupa 
Kumar Kolli, a climate expert 
at the World Meteorological 
Organization said, explaining 
that the rise was due to recent 
temperature observations in 
the Pacific. 

"La Nina is associated 
with drought conditions in 
east Africa. The last La Nina 
situation was believed to 
have caused the drought con¬ 
dition in the greater Horn of 
Africa," he told reporters, re¬ 
ferring to the La Nina event 
which ended in May. 

He however stressed that 
meteorological predictions 
were difficult to make and 
depended on a variety of 
local conditions. 

"And even if a La Nina 
situation reemerges, it is very 
likely it will be a very weak 
La Nina event," Kolli ex¬ 
plained. 

Over 12 million people 
across the Horn of Africa are 
reeling from the region's 
worst drought in decades, 
which led UN in July to de¬ 
clare the first famine this cen¬ 
tury. 


According to a WMO 
press statement, La Nina is 
characterised by "unusually 
cool ocean surface tempera¬ 
tures in ... the central and 
eastern tropical Pacific." 

The weather pattern was 
blamed for extremely heavy 
downpours in Australia, 
southeast Asia and sSouth 
America over late 2010 and 
early 2011, the WMO said in 
May. 

Although the ocean tem¬ 
peratures in the Pacific lev¬ 
eled to their long-term, or 


"neutral" conditions that 
month, "observations during 
recent weeks indicate a drift 
toward the cool side ... in 
terms of surface as well as 
subsurface ocean tempera¬ 
tures," WMO said today. 

"If this cooling persists ... 
for another few weeks then 
we will be going into another 
la Nina situation," Kolli said. 

"For (the Horn of Africa), 
this can be understood as a 
cause for additional alert," 
Kolli added.

US porn filming suspended over new HIV scare 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - US 
porn movie makers have sus¬ 
pended filming after an actor 
reportedly tested HIV positive, 
reigniting a dispute over the 
use of condoms on screen in 
the latest AIDS scare to hit the 
industry. 

The multimillion dollar US 
adult film industry is comply¬ 
ing with a call for a morato¬ 
rium, even though the new 


HIV case - which comes after 
that of another actor last year 
triggered a movie set shut¬ 
down — has not been con¬ 
firmed. 

The Free Speech Coalition 
(FSC) said Wednesday it 
learned of a possible HIV ex¬ 
posure at the weekend, and 
called for an industrywide 
moratorium ”to err on the side 
of caution and to eliminate any 


possible risk to performers.” 

The trade body noted that 
the latest reported incident oc¬ 
curred outside of California, 
where the majority of US porn 
films are made in the San Fer¬ 
nando Valley north of Los An¬ 
geles. 

The trade body would not 
forecast how long the filming 
suspension would last, saying 
the moratorium ’’should re¬ 


main in place until primary re¬ 
ports of any exposure are con¬ 
firmed. 

Last year at least four major 
film producers suspended 
filming for several weeks from 
October after a pom actor, 24- 
year-old Derrick Burts, tested 
positive for the HIV virus 
which causes AIDS. 

The Free Speech Coalition 
lamented the clinic’s closure, 


which it blamed on pressure 
from the AIDS Healthcare 
Foundation (AHF), a group 
which has long campaigned 
for mandatory use of condoms 
in pom films. 

Last year’s HIV case was 
the first in over a year in the 
industry, and comes six years 
after up to 14 actors tested 
HIV positive, forcing several 
film firms to close.

Oil prices mixed ahead of Gulf 
of Mexico storm 


Netherlands to unfreeze two 
billion dollars in Libyan 
assets 


NEW YORK (AFP) - World 
oil prices were mixed on 
Thursday as a powerful storm 
threatened to disrupt produc¬ 
tion in the Gulf of Mexico, 
while traders awaited a key re¬ 
port on the US unemployment 
rate. 

New York's main contract, 
West Texas Intermediate 
(WTI) for delivery in October, 
rose 12 cents to close at 
$88.93 a barrel. 

In London, Brent North 
Sea crude for delivery in Oc¬ 
tober fell 56 cents to settle at 
$114.29 a barrel on the Inter- 
continentalExchange. 

US prices got a lift from 
the threat of a supply disrup¬ 


tion in the Gulf of Mexico, 
home to a substantial portion 
of US oil production. 

Oil majors BP, ExxonMo¬ 
bil and Royal Dutch Shell 
started evacuating workers 
from their rigs in the Gulf of 
Mexico ahead of the storm, 
which forecasters said had a 
70 percent chance of becom¬ 
ing a tropical cyclone. 

"The oil market has been 
supported by the possibility of 
a storm in the Gulf," said Phil 
Flynn, an oil analyst with 
PFGBest Research. 

Flynn noted that one of the 
rigs being closed down was 
BP and ExxonMobil's Thun¬ 
der Horse, the world's largest 


oil rig with a production ca¬ 
pacity of a quarter of a million 
barrels per day. 

The markets have also been 
on tenterhooks before publica¬ 
tion of Friday's crucial US 
nonfarm payrolls report, 
which will indicate whether 
the US labor market is show¬ 
ing any signs of improvement. 

"People are waiting to see 
what the payroll number is to¬ 
morrow," said Andy Lipow, of 
Lipow Oil Associates. 

The United States is the 
world's largest consumer of 
oil, and fluctuations in US en¬ 
ergy demand can have a 
strong impact on global oil 
prices. 


Jobs row, polls a new blow to Obama 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
new Republican rebuff and a 
miserable set of opinion polls 
cast new scrutiny on President 
Barack Obama's drained polit¬ 
ical authority Thursday, as a 
pivotal fight loomed over the 
economy. 

A row over an issue as 
mundane as the timing of 
Obama's big jobs speech also 
suggested that hopes for a 
Washington truce for the sake 
of the sickly recovery will 
likely be consumed by the 
usual partisan stew. 

Obama staked out a bold

gambit on Wednesday by ask¬ 
ing Republican House Speaker 
John Boehner to host a rare 
joint session of Congress to 
debut his new economic plan 
on September 7 — the same 
night as a Republican debate. 

The White House insisted 
that the timing was "coinciden¬ 
tal" though few Washington 
observers buy that, reasoning 
the president wanted to steal 
the spotlight from candidates 
vying to turf him out of office. 

But Boehner, fresh from 
outpointing Obama in a debt 
showdown in July, refused to 
budge, and in what Capitol 
Hill sources said was an un¬ 
precedented move, said 
Obama should come the next 
night instead. 


The White House insisted 
Boehner's camp had raised no 
prior objections to the date, but 
the speaker's aides said he had 
never given the go-ahead as 
the recriminations flew be¬ 
tween the two sides. 

Eventually, knowing that a 
president lacks the authority to 
simply show up at Congress 
and give a speech, Obama 
backed down and agreed to 
Boehner's date. 

The spat will likely be soon 
forgotten when the two sides 
squabble over the meat of 
Obama's jobs package, likely 
to contain a call for infrastruc¬ 
ture spending and tax hikes on 
the wealthy which Republi¬ 
cans oppose.

THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Dutch government said Thurs¬ 
day it was ready to unlock two 
billion dollars in frozen 
Libyan assets to help the new 
interim government in Tripoli 
put its economy afloat. 

"We want to unlock two 
billion dollars which were 
frozen," Henk Brons, a 
spokesman for Prime Minister 
Mark Rutte, told AFP. 

"It's money that the NTC 
(rebel National Transitional 
Council) can use to put the 
Libyan economy back on its 
feet." 

Brons said the money 
would be released from a total 
amount of around 4.4 billion 


dollars in assets which had 
been frozen by the Dutch gov¬ 
ernment in line with EU sanc¬ 
tions against fugitive Libyan 
leader Moamer Kadhafi. 

Rutte was taking part in an 
international conference held 
in Paris to muster support for 
the NTC administration set up 
by the rebels who ousted Kad¬ 
hafi after a six-months West¬ 
ern-backed struggle. 

Similar amounts have been 
unfrozen by the United States, 
France and Britain but other 
countries holding assets from 
the oil-rich country's ousted 
regime have so far been reluc¬ 
tant to unlock them.

VENICE (AFP) - Madonna 
jokingly defended her title as 
"Queen of Pop” Thursday, 


quipping she would never 
give up her throne for love 
like King Edward VIII — the 
subject of her latest film 
screened in Venice. 

The blonde diva's second 
directorial work, "W.E.”, star¬ 
ring British actors James 
D'Arcy and Andrea Risebor- 
ough, tells the tale of the 
king's famous romance with 
American divorcee Wallis 
Simpson — and his subse¬ 
quent abdication. 

"Would I ever give up my 
throne for a man or a 
woman?" a flirtatious 
Madonna said after the ad¬ 
vance press screening at the 
68th Venice Film Festival. 

"I think I can have both... 
or all three!" she told journal¬ 
ists. 

The star — looking sleek 
and glamorous in a black 
dress and high cream collar 
pinned with a sparkling jewel 
cross — had sped across the la¬ 
goon from the luxury Bauer 
hotel on Venice's Grand Canal 
where she is staying. 

Madonna said she had 
wanted to capture the "world 
of luxury, beauty and deca¬ 
dence" of the 1930s, as well 
as the "rarefied air in the mod¬ 
ern world", which is also one 
of wealth and sensuality, but 
"does not guarantee happi¬ 


ness . 

The controversial passion 
between the king and extrav¬ 
agant socialite Wallis is told 
through the eyes of a lonely 
modern-day New Yorker, des¬ 
perately seeking the fairytale 
happy ending that she be¬ 
lieves the famous couple had. 

The cinematography alter¬ 
nates between sharp images 
drawn out by Wallis's striking 
red lipstick or startling blue 
eyes, and grainy, hand-held 
camera shots evoking the 
bridge linking the two dramas 
across history. 

Costume designer Arianne 
Phillips worked extensively 
with labels such as Cartier, 
Dior, and Dunhill to recreate 
Wallis's extraordinary appetite 
for fashion and exquisite, 
enormous collection of jewels 
and shoes. 

Style icon Madonna said 
there were "elements of my¬ 
self' in the film, and said she 
could sympathise with Wallis 
as an outsider, an American 
living in London. 

"I empathize with Wallis. 
Public figures or icons are 
often just reduced to a sound¬ 
bite, just a handful of attrib¬ 
utes. I think people tried to 
diminish her... I tried to make 
her human," she said. 


James Bond set to return to India 


MUMBAI (AFP) - James 
Bond is set to return to India 
for the first time in nearly 30 
years, after the government 
granted filming permission for 
the latest installment of the fic¬ 
tional superspy's adventures. 

The last time a Bond film 
was on location in India was 
for the 1983 hit "Octopussy", 
with Roger Moore in the lead 
role. It was shot in the northern 
states of Uttar Pradesh and Ra¬ 
jasthan. 

An official at the films divi¬ 
sion of India's information and 
broadcasting ministry told AFP 
permission to film the movie 
was granted on August 25. 

And India's railways min¬ 
istry confirmed the makers of 
the as-yet untitled movie, cur¬ 
rently known as "Bond 23", 
had applied to shoot in Mum¬ 
bai, Ahmedabad and the resort 
state of Goa. 

Shooting is planned for 
February and March next year, 



said Chandralekha Mukherjee, 
railway executive director of 
publicity, rejecting reports that 
the ministry had denied per¬ 
mission to film a sequence on 
the network. 

"There's no dispute. The 
only issue is that we can't ob¬ 
viously stop trains and incon¬ 
venience passengers," she said. 

"The only issue now is to 
decide what are going to be the 
points where the shooting will 


happen. We're looking into it." 

"Bond 23", to be directed 
by Oscar-winner Sam Mendes, 
is due for release in November 
2012. 

It is one of 22 films by for¬ 
eign studios which have been 
cleared to shoot in India in 
2010 - 11 . 

Others include a film adap¬ 
tation of Mohsin Hamid's novel 
"The Reluctant Fundamental¬ 
ist", "Trishna", British director 
Michael Winterbottom's ver¬ 
sion of Thomas Hardy's classic 
"Tess of the d'Urbervilles", and 
"Life of Pi". 

"The Reluctant Fundamen¬ 
talist", by US-based Indian di¬ 
rector Mira Nair, is in 
pre-production, while "Tr¬ 
ishna", starring "Slumdog Mil¬ 
lionaire" actress Freida Pinto, 
is in post-production. 

"Life of Pi", based on Yann 
Martel's novel, is due for re¬ 
lease next year, according to 
the imdb.com web site.

Madrid coach Jose Mour- 
inho poked Barcelona assis¬ 
tant coach Tito Vilanova in 
the eye in the final minutes of 
the match, allegedly in re¬ 
sponse to a series of provoca¬ 
tions and insults from the 
Catalan bench.

The Spain coach - himself 
a former Real Madrid player 
who also coached the club to 
two Champions League tri¬ 
umphs - has expressed con¬ 
cern that the tensions 
between the two teams were 
taking their toll on his squad. 

"The day will come where 
we will ask ourselves why we 
were so stupid and childish,” he 
said ahead of the two matches. 

Spain lost their place at 
the top of FIFA's ranking for 
the first time since winning 
the World Cup in South 
Africa last year after going 
down 2-1 to Italy in a friendly 
on August 10. 


Serena keeps 
family flag 
flying after 
Venus misery 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Ser- 
ena Williams kept the fam¬ 
ily flag flying at the US 
Open on Thursday, rolling 
into the third round a day 
after her sister Venus with¬ 
drew, revealing she had a 
rare auto-immune disorder. 

"It really wasn't that dif¬ 
ficult, to be honest. She 
wants me to do the best. So 
now, if anything, it should 
motivate me more.” 

Venus Williams said 
Wednesday she had been di¬ 
agnosed with Sjogren's Syn¬ 
drome, a condition in which 
the body's immune system 
attacks its own healthy tis¬ 
sues. 

She had been troubled by 
mysterious symptoms for 
some time, and Serena 
echoed her sister's relief that 
a proper diagnosis had fi¬ 
nally been made. 

"I know she's a fighter 
and she's really strong,” Ser¬ 
ena said. "She's great. I 
think she's really happy now 
that she knows what it is 
after all this time. 

”1 think, if anything, it's 
going to help her now to 
treat it and go forward.” 

Serena has had some se¬ 
rious health problems of her 
own, sidelined for 11 
months after a cut foot that 
required surgery and blood 
clots in her lungs. 

She said it's almost 
harder to see her sister cope 
with illness than to get 
through her own. 

"When you're sick, 
you're going through it and 
you're thinking, 'Gosh, this 
really, really is annoying. 

"Then so when it's so 
close to you like Venus is 
going through it, it’s like, 
'Man, I'd rather it be me so 
she can be healthy.'” 

She acknowledged that 
she had learned the condi¬ 
tion can have a genetic 
component, but said she 
hasn't experienced any 
symptoms. 

And she downplayed 
suggestions that she and 
Venus had endured more 
than their share of troubles. 

"I visit kids in hospitals 
that have cancer, and I just 
am so amazed at how the 
families are there and how 
blessed I am. 

”OK, I had a blood clot 
or had surgery. Thank God I 
don't have this other dis¬ 
ease. Things can always be 
so much worse.” 

Certainly Serena has 
shown her resilience. Since 
making a modest return to 
competition in June she has 
roared to titles in Stanford 
and Toronto to establish 
herself as a favorite here. 


SIAULIAI (AFP) - Europe's 
top NBA players once again 
carried their national teams 
on a shock-free second day of 
the 2011 European Champi¬ 
onships as holders Spain, 
hosts Lithuania, Germany 
and Turkey came up with 
convincing wins. 

Los Angeles Lakers star 
Pau Gasol poured in 20 
points to lead Spain in an 87- 
73 blasting of Portugal to re¬ 
main perfect at 2-0 in Group 
A in Panevezys. 

"We used a lot of our play¬ 
ers in order to give others the 
necessary rest before tomor¬ 
row's (Friday) very difficult 
game (against Great 
Britain)," said Spain coach 
Sergio Scariolo. 

"Overall we reached our 
goal which was to have two 
wins after the opening two 
games.” 

Lithuania cruised past 
Poland 97-77 with Mantas 
Kalnietis leading the way 
with 19 points while five oth¬ 
ers scored at least eight 
points. 

Turkey are also 2-0 fol¬ 
lowing a 90-61 mauling of 
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Great Britain with Emir 
Preldzic's 15 points pacing 
four Turkish players in dou¬ 
ble figures. 

In Group B in Siauliai, 
France's San Antonio Spurs 
star guard Tony Parker col¬ 
lected 21 points to lead Les 
Bleus to an 85-68 victory 
over Israel while Nicolas 
Batum added 15 for the 2-0 
French. 

”We are happy to have 
won this game. There could 
be a trap game after a win. 
But we were really focused 
and took this game seri¬ 
ously,” said France's Char¬ 
lotte Bobcats forward Boris 
Diaw. 

Germany used a 14-2 run 
to close the game and remain 
perfect, staving off a tough 
Italy side 76-62 with NBA 
stars Dirk Nowitzki (21 
points and 12 rebounds) and 
Chris Kaman (17 and 17) 
both collecting double-dou¬ 
bles. 

"What can you say about 
Dirk? He just did his thing 
again,” said Kaman, who col¬ 
lected 10 points and eight re¬ 
bounds in the fourth quarter.

Federer, Serena untroubled 
at stricken US Open 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Roger 
Federer and Serena Williams, 
with 29 Grand Slam titles be¬ 
tween them, cruised into the 
US Open third round on 
Thursday as the injury- 
plagued and illness-hit tour¬ 
nament claimed two more 
victims. 

Five-time US Open cham¬ 
pion Federer eased past Is¬ 
rael's world number 93 Dudi 
Sela 6-3, 6-2, 6-2 for his 
225th win at a major, one 
more than Andre Agassi and 
just eight behind Jimmy Con¬ 
nors's all-time mark of 233. 

The third seed next faces 
either Croatian 27th seed 
Marin Cilic or 18-year-old 
Australian Bernard Tomic, 
the youngest player in the 
men's draw. 

"I'm always happy when 
I'm serving well. It's a huge 
advantage," said Federer, 
who unleashed 31 winners to 
Sela's 10 in his 77-minute 
victory, allowing his oppo¬ 


nent just eight points on 
serve. 

Triple women's champion 
Serena Williams took just 49 
minutes to dispose of Dutch 
qualifier Michaella Krajicek 
6-0, 6-1 and could face Be¬ 
larusian Victoria Azarenka 
for a last 16 place if the 
fourth seed beats Argentina's 
Gisela Dulko. 

Williams, seeded 28 after 
spending most of the last year 
fighting injury as well as life- 
threatening blood clots on her 
lungs, has dropped just three 
games in her first two rounds. 

She saw off Krajicek, the 
2006 junior champion, with a 
10th ace, having unleashed 
25 winners to the hapless 
Dutch girl's five. 

"I just want to keep enjoy¬ 
ing myself and have fun 
whether I win or lose," said 
Williams. 

Meanwhile, the number of 
walkovers and injury-en¬ 


forced retirements at the tour¬ 
nament climbed to 13. 

Czech 23rd seed Radek 
Stepanek called it quits in the 
third set against Juan Monaco 
of Argentina with a shoulder 
injury. 

Former French Open 
champion Ana Ivanovic 
reached the third round with¬ 
out hitting a ball when Czech 
player Petra Cetkovska, who 
beat the Serb at Wimbledon 
and was runner-up at New 
Haven at the weekend, with¬ 
drew through injury. 

Serbian 11th seed Jelena 
Jankovic was also keeping 
the physios busy, needing on- 
court treatment on her back 
before wrapping up a 6-3, 6- 
4 win over Australia's Jelena 
Dokic. 

"I felt a little stiff in my 
back and there was a little 
problem there," said 

Jankovic, the 2008 runner-up. 

Also going through were 
Italian seventh seed 

Francesca Schiavone, who 
beat Croatia's Mirjana Fucic, 
and German 10th seed An¬ 
drea Petkovic who came 
from a set and 3-0 down to 
beat China's Zheng Jie 3-6, 6- 
3, 6-3. 

In the men's event, there 
were wins for Czech ninth 
seed Tomas Berdych, Serb 
number 20 Janko Tipsarevic 
as well as Germany's Tommy 
Haas who, at 33, is the oldest 
player left in the men's draw.

9/11 tributes 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Na¬ 
tional Football League teams 
will pay tribute to the "Amer¬ 
ican spirit" with ceremonies 
at games on September 11 as 
most clubs play their season 
openers exactly a decade 
after terrorist attacks. 

The NFF shut down for a 
weekend in 2001 in the wake 
of the terrorist attacks at the 
World Trade Center in New 
York and the Pentagon near 
Washington. 

Coaches and players will 
join with firefighters and po¬ 
lice officers in holding field- 
length American flags during 
the traditional playing of the 
US national anthem at games. 

The league said the cere¬ 
monies will "recognize those 
who lost their lives, honor the 
families who lost loved ones, 
and salute the American 
spirit, the early responders on 
9/11, and other heroes that 
contributed to the nation's re¬ 
covery." 

A video introduction, the 
playing of "Taps" and mo¬ 
ments of silence will be part 


of the pre-game 
salute. 

"Taps" will be 
performed before 
some games from 
Arlington National 
Cemetery near the 
Pentagon and 
Washington. 

For others, the 
performance will 
come from 

Shaksville, Penn¬ 
sylvania, where 
passengers brought 
down a hijacked 
airplane, Flight 93, 
bound for a destina¬ 
tion at the US capi¬ 
tal on the day of the 

attacks. 

The Baltimore Ravens 
will host the arch-rival Pitts¬ 
burgh Steelers on September 
11 in a matchup of the teams 
located nearest Shanksville. 

The Washington Redskins 
will play host to the New 
York Giants only a short 
drive from the Pentagon. 

Sunday's night game will 
find the New York Jets play¬ 
ing host to the Dallas Cow¬ 
boys across the Hudson River 
from the site where the Twin 
Towers once stood. 

All players and coaches 
will wear a 9/11 commemo¬ 
rative patch or pin on their 
uniforms and all fields where 
games will be played on Sep¬ 
tember 11 will feature a rib¬ 
bon on the field in homage to 
those who lost their lives in 
the attacks. 

The NFF season will offi¬ 
cially begin next Thursday 
when the defending Super 
Bowl champion Green Bay 
Packers play host to the New 
Orleans Saints.

Mcllroy back on form as 
Dougherty leads way 


CRANS SUR SIERRE, 
(AFP) - Rory Mcllroy found 
form on his return to action 
after a wrist injury with a six- 
under-par 65 in the opening 
round of the European Mas¬ 
ters here on Thursday that 
leaves him two shots behind 
surprise leader Nick 
Dougherty. 

England's Dougherty has 
slumped to a lowly 791st in 
the world after failing to 


make a single tournament cut 
since the Hong Kong Open in 
November last year. 

However, the 29-year-old 
rose to the top of a strong 
field after a flawless round 
which featured eight birdies 
and not a single bogey. 

"It's quite a bounce-back," 
he said in an interview with 
his wife Diana, a presenter for 
Sky Sports, afterwards. 



Confident Ortiz on Mayweather - ’He’s done’

LAS VEGAS (AFP) - 
Confident American 
southpaw Victor Ortiz 
declared himself ready 
for whatever unbeaten 
Floyd Mayweather of¬ 
fers in their September 
17 welterweight title 
bout, declaring Wednes¬ 
day that "he's done." 

Ortiz, 29-2-2 with 22 
knockouts, will defend 
the World Boxing 
Council crown against 
compatriot May¬ 
weather, 41-0 with 25 knock¬ 
outs, in the challenger's first 
fight since beating Shane 
Mosley by unanimous deci¬ 
sion in May of 2010. 

"He can't adjust to me," 
Ortiz said. "I don't care what 
he brings. He's done. He was 
done when he signed to fight 
Victor Ortiz." 

Ortiz, who at 24 is 10 
years younger than May¬ 
weather, claimed his first 
world title last April with a 


unanimous decision over pre¬ 
viously unbeaten Andre 
Berto. Now he wants to end 
Mayweather's undefeated run 
as well. 

"Everything will be told 
September 17 when a man's 
career ends and another 
man's career begins," Ortiz 
said. "I will bring a cane for 
the old man so his back won't 
hurt too much." 

Ortiz said he does not ex¬ 


pect Mayweather to have sur¬ 
rendered anything to age or 
ring rust, having fought only 
twice since December of 
2007 while battling legal 
charges in several cases out¬ 
side the ring as well. 

"I want the actual Floyd 
Mayweather to show up," 
Ortiz said. "I don't want one 
that has lost speed or lost 
power. He's got that beautiful 
mouth of his. I want the best

weather to show 
up." 

Mayweather's 
victims include 
Oscar de la Hoya, 
Ricky Hatton and 
Juan Manuel Mar¬ 
quez but he has 
not made a deal 
for the bout most 
attractive to fight 
fans against Fil¬ 
ipino superstar 
Manny Pacquiao. 

Fighting Ortiz would be a 
perfect set-up for meeting 
Pacquiao next year if a deal 
can be struck, but left-hander 
Ortiz hopes to end such talk 
once and for all by dispatch¬ 
ing Mayweather. 

"My only thing is 'Floyd 
Who?"’ Ortiz said. "He's 
overdue. He's not supposed to 
be a 147-pounder. He knows 
that. 

"Floyd is a good fighter 
but I've always thought he 


wasn't great. I'm not im¬ 
pressed and I’m not going to 
hold any respect like his 41 
victims. 

Ortiz said he has plans 
well beyond Mayweather, but 
they will be launched with a 
victory over the talkative for¬ 
mer champion. 

"I know where I'm going 
with this whole thing. I know 
for sure I will be champion 
for many years to come," 
Ortiz said. 

"I'm going to keep work¬ 
ing and I'm going to keep 
reigning. I believe the fight 
on September 17 will say it 
all." 

The card also includes a 
showdown for the vacant 
WBC super-lightweight title 
between Mexico's Erik 
Morales, 51-7 with two 
drawn and 35 knockouts, and 
Argentina's Lucas Matthysse, 
28-2 with 26 knockouts.
